Approval of a $393,333 federal 
loan and n $185,000 grant was Riven 
to th~ University bv Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes, Washington, list 
work This allotment, with others. 
brlnRs the total sum up to »7BS.O00. 
The original sum sought was $1,- 
200.000 

BuildlnRS to be erected from the 
loans are a central heating plant, 
an engineering building, a student 
union bti'lding. and an addition to 
the law building. 

The new heating plant, which 
will serve the entire campus, will 
be erected at the northwest corner 
of the storage warehouse, located 
on South Limestone street. Maury 
J. Crutcher, superintendent of 
buildings and grounds, said that the 
heating plant will replace the old 
one. located back of the Adminis- 
tration building which was erected 
In 1882, and that several individ- 
ual plants located in the various 
buildings will be abandoned. A 
saving of between $12,000 and $15 - 
000 a year in coal Is expected to 
result from the centralization of 
the heating system. 

A student union building, long 
the aim of the University students, 
will include the University book 
store, cafeteria, ballroom, lounging 
rooms, recreation rooms and possi- 
bly a swimming pool. The exact 
location of this building has not 
been determined. 

The new engineering building, 
the first step toward a centralized 
Engineering college, will be located 
opposite the present Wendt forge 
shop, nearly in the center of the

GAME WILL DECIDE 

SUCCESS OF SEASON 

Bands of Both Schools Will 
Indulge in Battle Royal 
of Music 

One of the most thrilling battles 
ever staged on any gridiron Is ex- 
pected Thursday when the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky Wildcats and th° 
University of Tennessee Volunteers I 
clash In their annual Turkey Day ! 
game on Stoll field. | 

The two teams will go into bat- i 
tie with everything to win and 
nothing to lose Each club has won ' 
and lost four games this season and 
the outcome of the Thanksglv VI 
same will determine which team 
will end the season above the .500 . 
mark. The Cats have won from j 
Maryville. Xavler. Georgia Tech, 
and Florida, and have lost to Ohio 
State, Auburn. Alabama, and Tu- 
lane. The Vols have defeated 
Southwestern, Centre, Auburn, and l 
Mississippi, and have lost to North ' 
Carolina, Alabama, Duie and Van- 
derbllt. 

Besides the thought of winning 
the game, the respective clubs will 
also have before them the idea of 
"keeping or taking the beer keg." 
The "battle of the keg" started in 
1925 and Kentucky had the honor 
of keeping the keg. with the 23 to 
20 score by which they defeated the 
Tennesseeans that year, emblazoned 
on it, until the following Thanks- 
giving Day, when it was taken to 
Knoxville. The Tols won that game 
by 6 to 0. and Kentucky riever has 
been able to defeat Tennessee 
since. 

The Kentucky-Tennessee feud was 
started in 1899 and Thursday's bat- 
tle will be the thirtieth fight be- 
tween them. Tennessee won the 
first game by 12 to 0. and has had 
the upper hand since, winning 15 
games to eight for Kentucky The 
others resulted In ties. Kentucl y's 
most thrilling victory was scored 
the last time the Cats handed the 
Vols a loss. Len Tracy, sport i writ- 
er for the Leu it \ Die Herald-H V„ 
forward passed the Cats to a 23 to 
20 triumph. 

Although they have failed to de- 
feat the Volunteers since 1925. 
seme of the Wildcats greatest a- 
chievements in football have been 
staged since that year. In 1928. 
1929. and 1931 the Cat-Vol tussle 
ended in a tie. Each year the 
Tennessee outfit was headed for a 
championship year and a possible 
invitation to the Rose Bowl, but 
Coach Neyland let his charges think 
too much about roses and bowls 
and not enough about wildcats. 

The Tennessee outfit was defeat- 
ed by Vanderbilt last week for the 
first time In nine years and they 
are expected to come back with a 
rebound on Turkey Day. The Vol- 
unteer's slate shows that after each 
defeat suffered this fall they have 
come back In the following game 
to whip their foes. 

Kentucky's players also can be 
counted on to come back for a win 
after their heart-breaking loss last 
week to Tulane. Their workouts 
this week indicate they are deter- 
mined to follow the Vanderbilt ex- 
ample of defeating the Vols. 

The two teams are expected to 
go into the melee Thursday In the 
best condition they have been In 
since their opening battles. One

Maury 
Crutcher. superintendent of build- 
ings and grounds, said last week, 
commenting on the approval of an 
uuuitionul PWA loan of $398,333 to 
the University. This sum pi us th? 
amount previously granted by the 
Federal authorities for the erect- 
tion ol a new heating plant, will 
bilng the totul available tor con- 
struction on the campus to approx- 
imately $705,000. a tUUt more Ulan 
half the $1,200,000 which was re- 
quested, lor improvements 

Actual plans for the use of this 
money liave not been made, pend- 
ing the return of Dean Oraham. 
of the College of Engineering, wnu 
lius been in Washington working 
on the projects, but Mr Crutcher 
said that it appeared that a stu- 
dent union building, a new law 
building, and a new engineering 
building, together with the eeiilial 
healing plant, bids tor which have 
already been advertised, will be 
opened D« ember 15. 

Mr. Crutcher then went on to 
outline Just what the addition of 
th se buildings will mean to the 
t'umpus. The Union building will 
take the Commons, the Book store, 



and post office from McVey hall, 
leaving the entire top floor vacant 
for class rooms. Also a ballroom 
for campus social functions will be 
provided in the Union building; 
however, as to the possibilities of 
a swimming pool for the University, 
he suid that to put it hi the base- 
ment of any building would n i he 
-sanitary and would not make pos- 
sible a sizeable pool; that in tne 
event one should be built, it would 
be In the wing of a building, occu- 
pying that wing to Itself. 

To the top floor, then, of McVey 
hall could come the Botany depart- 
ment from While hall, giving the 
lacilitie:. of that 
to the College of 
crowded on the top floors of that 
structure.

Feeling the need of keener com- 
petition in college sports. shor;ly 
b (ore the Kentucky-Tennessee 
football game on Thanksgiving day 
in 1925. a group of the University 
rtudents known as the "Raspberry 
Patch" decided that this competi- 
tion could be stimulated if there 
were something ma ertal and tra- 
ditional for which to play, rather 
than Just the honor of winning the 
game. 

The beer keg was selected. But 
this was in the days of Prohibition, 
and the Anti-Saloon league, char- 
acterized by the prcteges of Carrie 
Nation.

limitation Is placed upon him. He 
soon learns that sophistication to 
the order of the age. and that he 
will become an object of ridicule If 
he shows any trace of emotion. It 
is Impossible to attend any student 
gathering and enter into any or- 
ganized cheering when there are a 
number of students around who 
persist in maintaining a dignified 
silence except for 
ments 

After this discouraging introduc- 
tion to the present day students- 
Idea of school spirit how can the 
freshmen be expected to have any 
degree of enthusiasm for the Uni- 
versity? Then, when the upper- 
rlassmen attempt to force the 
freshmen, by the authority of the 
Student Council, to become imbued 
with school spirit, they are confess- 
ing their own disregard of tradi- 
tions as they should be observed on 
any campus 

This article would have no more 
fitting conclusion than the follow- 
ing paragraph taken from Presi- 
dent McVey's commencement ad- 
dress of June 6. 1932:

It to the center where am- 
bitious youth gathers to learn; It 
protects the traditions, honors the

leads men by reasoning rather than 
by force."
